OYSTERS. 


The oyster is remarkable] for his fe- 
cundlty. According to Poli, a single 
individual produces about 1,200,000 
young in a season. Other observers 
increase this estimate to the enormous 
number of 2,000,000. The oyster may 
be called viviparous, as the eggs, after 
leaving the ovaries, are retained and 
hatched within the mantle 
There 
they swim about in a whitish biscous 
fluid—myriads of them flnding room 
to move without jostling in a single 
drop of the liquid. 
When the young­ 
lings are ready to shift for themselves, 
thev are expelled from the parent 
shell in little jets of the creamy sub­ 
stance in which they bad been cra­ 
dled. In tbe spawning season, multi­ 
tudes of oysters in tlic same bank will 
emit their offspring simultaneously, 
and, though each sends out but a 
small quantity of spat., tbe water be­ 
comes clouded with it. 
At this point 
of their existence, the young oysters 
are individually almost invisible. 
It 
is the massing of millions that gives 
color to the water and makes their 
presence perceptible. 
When first ejected, the tiny fry are 
in great danger of destruction. 
The 
larger part are wafted away by cur­ 
rents and driven 
on 
unfavorable 
grounds, where they soon perish, or 
they are devoured by fishes or other 
marine animals. 
Each one is pro­ 
vided with an apparatus for swim­ 
ming, by which it propels itself in tlic 
water until it has found some suitable 
body on which it may fasten and begin 
its growth. After it has been fixed, 
the pad and cilia with which it made 
its first and last journey dwindle 
away, and it remains stationary for 
the remainder of its life. 
W hen it 
first comes forth, Ute oyster is about 
1-120 of an inch in length, and 2,000,­ 
000 may be packed in the space of a 
cubic inch. 
When ft month old, it is 
the size of a pea. 
At six months of 
age, it is about the size of a half-dollar; 
and at twelve months, it has grown as 
large as a dollar. 
At Ibis age the 
shell is marked with longitudinal 
ridges or fluting; but these gradually 
disappear, and when the oyster is four 
or five years old, they are generally 
lost altogether. 
In very favorable 
situations, the oyster grows so rapidly 
tts to be fit for tbe table in a year and 
a half or two years; but in ordinary 
circumstances, it requires about five 
years. 
There are many different species, all 
inhabiting the seas in warm and tem­ 
perate climates. Their favorite habi­ 
tant is in bays and estuaries along the 
coast, where the water is not very 
deep. They will thrive equally well 
in situations where they are constant­ 
ly covered witli water, or where they 
are left dry by the ebbing tide. 
Im ­ 
mense oyster beds exist on the coast 
of Europe aud America. 
The farms 
of liochelle and the isles of lie and 
Dieron are famous for the quality of 
their produce. Very fine oysters are 
grown on some parts of the British 
coasts. 
Mearly 2,000,000 acres of 
oyster beds are possessed by Virginia, 
while the shores of Georgia abound in 
banks of great extent. 
It is estimated tlmt a man requires 
twelve ounces of nitrogenized sub- 
stanee for his daily nourishment. To 
furnish this supply, sixteen dozen oys­ 
ters would he required. 
No article of 
diet is so easily digested, or contains 
so little nutriment. 


The Number ol Eggs in a Hen. 


A curious point of inquiry among 
zoologists lias been for a long time how 
many eggs there are iu the ovary of a 
hen. To determine this, a German 
naturalist a short tim esince instituted 
some careful investigations, the result 
of which showed the ovary of a hen 
to coutuin about GOO embryo eggs. He 
also found that some twenty of these 
matured the first year, about 120 dur­ 
ing the second year, 135 during the 
third, 114 during the fourth, and dur­ 
ing the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
years the number decreases by twenty 
annually; it consequently following 
that after the fourth, or at most the 
fifth year, liens are no longer profitable 
as layers, unless it may he iu excep­ 
tional instances. 
8ome interesting experiments were 
also made in Germany a short time 
since to determine the comparative 
fecundity of ducks aud hens—that is, 
from which of the two the larger num­ 
ber of eggs can be obtained in the same 
time. For this purpose three liens and 
ducks were selected, all hatched in 
February aud nourished w ith suitable 
food. 
The following Autumn the 
ducks hud laid 225 eggs, while the hens 
laid none. In the next February the 
laying season began again with the 
ducks and continued uninterruptedly 
till August. They showed no inclina­ 
tion to set, but became very thin, al­ 
though they afterward fattened up 
somewhat. The total number of eggs 
laid by the hens amounted to 257, or MB 
eggs each; and 302, or 131 each for the 
ducks. Although theeggsof the ducks 
were rather smaller than those of the 
hens, yet they proved to bfe decidedly 
superior in nutritive materia), so that 
tbe superiority in productiveness was 
decidedly with the ducks. 
In regard to the means or possibility 
of deciding the sex of the eggs, much 
difference of opinion exists.

reached 
more 
than one-fourth 
what 


the 
company 
can ship every 
day if 
they had a railroad. 
These mines can 


now turn out 190,000 
tons 
a year if 


they had transportation. 
Within six 


months they could turn out enough to 
load a 2,000 tou ship every other day 
the year round. 
That is not as much 


as we do in wheat during the Beaton, 
but taking the total of the year is not 
very much less. 


RAILROAD CHEEK. 


Of course, 
fn this State it is well 


known that Leland Stanford and asso- 
ciates have a patent for buildingrail- 
roads, 
and when any body of men be- 


lieve that a railroad will benefit their 
section of country, a delegation is sent 
to" talk to the Governor." 
Tho Pan- 


amint people wanting a railroad 
very 


badly, and having the means of load- 
ing a hundred cars a day with ore, be- 
sides 
an 
enormous 
merchandise 
and 


mahinery freight the other way, dele- 
gated one of their company to "talk 
to the Governor." 
The Governor re- 


ceived the mining magnates 
politely, 


repeated 
his stereotyped 
phrases about 


his company's desire to aid in devel- 
oping 
the resources 
of the 
country', 


said he was vary much 
interested 
in 


Panamint, 
asked 
several 
questions, 


put in a few sitle appeals for good will 
to the Central Railroad, 
and finally 


came to the point. 
The railroad from 


Panamint 
to Spadra ought to be built, 
and built at once. 
Unfortunately, nt 


present this company's bond* were not 
sought for in Europe, and it became 
a 


question of means. 
The railroad com- 


pany might make a beginning, but if 
the road was to be completed rapidly, 
it would be necessary 
that tho mining 


magnates, 
who 
wanted 
the 
road, 


should 
cash 
its bonds. 
The mining 


magnates did not quite see it. Ifhe 
and his friends were to find the money 
to build the road and furnish all the 
traffic afterward, 
they might as well 


dispense with the services of the Con- 
tract 
and 
Finance 
Company. 
Of 


course, 
if Mr. Stanford 
owned 
the 
road, built with the miners' money, 
he would not charge more 
for freight 


on ore and merchandise 
than 
the law 


allowed. 
And after the insight given 


by the examination 
into the Califor- 
nia Paeitlc affairs, the mining mag- 
nate Ml quite sure that if the Pana- 
mint railroad 
was 
built and 
did a 
paying 
business, 
the interest on the 


bonds would be regularly forthcoming 
unless the railroad 
had other uses for 
it. Still, on the whole, as they had to 
furnish the cash anyhow, 
justfor the 
pleasure of the thing, he would prefer 
to own tbe road. 
Besides, the South- 
ern PucinVs ocean terminus is not the 
best place in the world for a business 
that willbring two hundred long voy- 
age ships a year 
to the cars. 
So the 
Truxton ranch 
quietly 
bought, 
with its landing at deep water, now 
called "Shoofiy."

Beale, any

years, has let his friends know that in 
the control of the Cajon Pass, he held 
the key to the future Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 
But Stanford would uever

lowing report on artificial swarming: 


In my report 
last year 
on artificial 
swarming, 
I mentioned 
two methods, 


which 
I shall 
here 
repent, 
finding 


them to be worthy of practice and not 
having found anything better in that 
regard. 


The first method 
is this: 
Suppose 


you have two full hives, No. 1 and No. 
2, and an empty 
hive, No. 3. 
From 


No. 
1 take frame after frame, 
brush- 


ing back all the bees into the hive, un- 
tilonly two or three 
frames are left; 


and as fast as the frames are emptied 
of bees, 
put them in No. 3. 
Pill up 


the 
vacancies 
in both 
hives 
with 


empty combs or frames. 
Remove No. 


2 to a new location, and set No,'! in its 
place. 
The returning bees from No. 2 


willsupply No. 3 witli a good colony 
and will raise 
a queen; 
but it will 


save 
time if you can 
furnish 
them 


with a fertileqiieen from a nucleus, or 
give them a queen-cell. 


The 
second 
method 
is as follows: 


Remove a strong hive to a new loca- 
tion. 
Take from 
this and 
several 


other hives combs enough to fill up a 
new hive, and place this on the stand 
of the one removed. 
Where 
a num- 


ber of swarms are kept, this plan may 
be used methodically and with benefit 
and safety; ns by taking two or three 
frame* from each hive, It suffers very 
littleat 
the time, and soon will be 


able to give up another 
two or three 


finines, while tiie new swarm imme- 
diately is supplied with a full number 
of combs 
and 
only 
has 
to raise 
a 


queen to be as good as any of the old 
ones.
